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THERE is presented herewith a list of the roads in 
the State System as designated by the Legislature 
of Florida, which list shows revisions which were 
made by the 1939 Legislature; that is to say, the addi- 
tion of new roads, and the change of certain roads as 
to status. 

The designations given in the list as "first system," 
"second system" and "third system" indicate the status 
of the road or portion of road affected as to its place 
in the State Road Department's program of construc- 
tion as fixed by legislative enactment or by the De- 
partment pursuant to statutory authority. 

This list has been prepared to conform to the man- 
dates given by the Legislature in 1939, and numerical 
designation, where required, has been supplied by the 
Department. 



STATE ROAD SYSTEM 

Road No. 1 (First System) : Extending from the 
Alabama state line at Nunez Ferry to Jacksonville, 
passing through Pensacola, Milton, Crestview, De- 
Funiak Springs, Bonifay, Chipley, Marianna, Chatta- 
hoochee, Quincy, by or near Havana, Tallahassee, Mon- 
ticello, Greenville, Madison, Live Oak, Lake City, San- 
derson, Macclenny and Baldwin. (Chap. 9311, Acts 
1923; Chap. 10269, Acts 1925.) 

Road No. 1 — Alternate : That certain road that inter- 
sects State Road No. 1 at the corner of Gadsden Street 
and 17th Avenue, in the City of Pensacola, thence pro- 
ceeding Southerly along 17th Avenue to Gregory Street, 
thence West to "O" Street, thence North on "O" Street 
to an intersection with State Road No. 1 at the corner 
of "O" Street and Cervantes Street in Escambia Coun- 
ty, Florida, said road being located in Escambia County, 
Florida. (Chap. 19256, Acts 1939.) 

Road No. 1-B (Third System) : The extension of said 
State Road 1 shall run Southerly along Elmira Street 
to its intersection with Oak Street, thence Westerly 
along Oak Street to its intersection with Canal Street, 
thence Southerly and Westerly along Canal Street and 
the extension thereof to the corporate limits of the Town 
of Milton. (Chap. 19574, Acts 1939.) 

Road No. 2 (First System, Georgia line to Fort 
Myers; third system, Coleman to Leesburg, Dade City 
to Leesburg, Belleview to Rerdell, and Coleman to 
Lakeland) : Extending from the Georgia state line 
north of Jennings to Fort Myers via Jasper, White 
Springs, Lake City, High Springs, Gainesville, Ocala, 
Leesburg, Lisbon, Grand Island, Eustis, Mount Dora, 
Plymouth, Apopka, Orlando, Kissimmee, Haines City, 
Bartow, Arcadia and Olga Bridge ; also from Leesburg 
to Lakeland via Mascotte, Groveland, Buck Hill, Polk 
City, Foxtown; also from Silver Lake Forks, Lake 
County, via Tavares to Mount Dora ; also from Cole- 
man to Leesburg via Bamboo; also from Dade City to 
Leesburg running due east or northeasterly to Clay 
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Sink, thence northeasterly crossing range line dividing 
ranges 22 and 23 east to Linden, Mable, Center Hill, 
Okahurupka; also extending from Belleview, Florida to 
Rerdell, Florida, via Summerfield, Florida; thence 
South to the City of Oxford over the present system of 
hard roads; thence continuing South along the present 
hard surface road to Wildwood, Florida, and that, 
upon approaching the Northern limits of the City of 
Wildwood, Florida, along said hard surface highway 
to cross the said S. A. L. Railroad tracks with an under- 
pass at the present location of the present hard surface 
highway ; thence turning South or Southwesterly, fol- 
lowing the main street through the City of Wildwood 
in front of the City Hall to the Southern boundary and 
city limits of the City of Wildwood, and thence to the 
City of Coleman along range line dividing ranges 22 
and 23 on the East side of the S. A. L. railroad track 
to the intersection of State Road 2 running from Cole- 
man, Florida to Leesburg, Florida, and thence, at such 
intersection, turn due West, running Westerly to the 
West side of the S. A. L. railroad track at the city of 
Coleman, Florida; thence South on the West side of the 
S. A. L. railroad track to the City of Bushnell, along 
the surveyed and located route, which said route for- 
merly had been adopted by the State Road Department, 
following the main street of the City of Bushnell, also 
that particular street running due Westerly from State 
Road 2 in the City of Bushnell, via and what is known 
as Moss Gin to Nairn house, also that Street intersect- 
ing the above described street running due South and 
directly in front of the homes of Bennie Harrison, the 
Presbyterian Church, Mrs. Anna L. Bevil, J. R. I. Kelly ; 
thence crossing state road 2, continuing Southward in 
front of the Baptist Church to the end of its terminal, 
and thence from the City of Bushnell, along the main 
street, Smith Hotel, U. S. Post Office to Rerdell, Flor- 
ida; also from Coleman to Lakeland, via, as near as 
practical range line dividing range 22 and 23, Bevil's 
Corner, Webster, Tarrytown, and connecting with 
State road 17 at the Southeast quarter of Section 14, 
Township 28 South, Range 23 East. Also from Lakeland 
to Bartow via Highland City (Bushnell to Rerdell 
and Coleman to Lakeland to be known as Getzen 
Memorial Highway.) (That certain portion of State 
Road Number 2, beginning at the north line of Lake 
County, Florida, and running thence through Lady 
Lake, Fruitland Park, Leesburg, Tavares and Mount 
Dora to the Orange County line, be and the same is 
hereby designated and shall hereafter be known as 
"The Richey-Simpson Memorial Highway.") (Chap. 
9311, Acts 1923; Chap. 10269, Acts of 1925; (Chap. 14955, 
Acts 1931; Chap. 14959, Acts 1931; Chap. 16190, Acts

Road No. 2-A: Beginning at a point on State High- 
way No. 2, approximately one-and-three-quarter miles 
south of the south City Limits line of the City of Gaines- 
ville where the Colclough Hill Road (formerly known 
as the Old Rocky Point Road) intersects the said State 
Highway No. 2 ; from thence run northeasterly along 
the said Colclough Hill Road, a distance of approxi- 
mately two miles to the south City Limit line of the 
City of Gainesville; from thence continue along said 
road a distance of one-half mile to connect with the 
sixty foot brick paving at the south end of West Main 
Street; thence north over West Main Street and con- 
tinuing along the route formerly designated as State 
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Road No. 2. over Boundary and Alabama Streets, now 
maintained by the State Road Department and which 
extends to a point approximately two miles north of the 
north City Limit line of the City of Gainesville, where 
said continuation intersects the present State Highway 
No. 2 (U. S. 441). (Chap. 10222, Acts 1939.) 

Road No. 3 (First System): Extending from the 
Georgia state line at a point on the St. Mary's river 
known as Wild's Landing, to Orlando, via Jacksonville, 
Orange Park, Green Cove Springs, Palatka. East Pa- 
latka. Crescent City, DeLand and Sanford. (Chap. 
9311, Acts 1923.) 

Road No. 3-A : Beginning nt the point where the 
new location of State Rond No. 3 intersects with the 
old location thereof near the south line of the Town of 
Lake Mnitlnnd. thence along said old location thereof 
to and along Park. Fairbanks and Orange Avenue in 
Winter Park. Orange Avenue in Orlando, and such 
route as may be selected by the State Road Department 
from Orange Avenue to Kuhl Avenue in Orlando, to 
the South city limits thereof, thence along the present 
Orlando and Kissimmee road to the county-line between 
Orange and Osceola Counties, said road, however, to 
be designated as State Rond No. 3-A. (Chap. 17341, 
Acts 1935; Chap. 19049, Acts 1939.) 

Road No. 4 (First System): Extending from the 
Georgia state line south of Folkston to Miami, via 
Hilliard, Callahan, Jacksonville, St. Augustine. Bun- 
nell. Daytona, Titusville. Fort Pierce. West Palm Beach 
and Fort Lauderdale. (Chap. 9311, Acts of 1923.) 

Road No. 4-A (First System, Miami to Homestead) : 
Extending from Miami to Key West via Key Largo. 
(Chap. 102G9. Acts 1925.) 

Road No. 5 (First System. High Springs to Fort 
Myersl: Extending from High Springs to Fort Myers 
via Newberry, Archer, Williston. Dunnellon, Inverness, 
Brooksville, Lutz, Tampa, Riverview, Bradenton. Sara- 
sota. Venice and Punta Gorda : also from Dade City to 
Denham via San Antonio and Mvrtle. (Chap. 9311, Acts 
1923: Chap. 14958, Acts 1931.) 

Road No. 5-A (Second System) : Extending from 
High Springs via Fort White. Branford and Mayo to 
Center Street, in the Town of Perry, Florida, thence 
to a point where it connects with South Jefferson 
Street, then to be continued by way of Hampton 
Springs Avenue to a point where it connects with State 
Highway No. 500 and Federal Highway No. 19, in the 
Town of Perry, Florida. (Chap. 10269, Acts 1925; 
Chap. 18275, Acts 1937.) 

Road No. 5-S.E. : Extending from State Road 15 at 
Crystal River, via Inverness. Floral City, Istachatta, 
Croom. Trilby, Dade City. Richland, Kathleen. Lake- 
land. Bartow. Fort Meade, Avon Park. Sebring. Bassen- 
ger, Okeechobee and Indian Town to West Palm Beach. 
The State Road Department may survey and locate the 
line or route of State Rond 5 S E. along, coincident or 
parallel to any other State Road now designated and 
established. (Chap. 19230, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 6 (First System, Alabama state line to 
Marianna) : Extending from the Alabama state line 
south of Dothan to Port St. Joe, via Campbellton, Mari- 
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anna, Allha, Blountstown, Scott's Ferry and Wewa- 
hitchka. (Chap. 9311, Acts 1923; Chap. 10269, Acts 
1925.) 

Road No. 7 (First System) : FVom Pensacola to Ala- 
bama state line at Flomaton. (Chap. 10269, Acts 1925.) 

Road No. 8 (First System) : Extending from Haines 
City to Fort Pierce, via Lake Wales, Frostproof, Avon 
Park. Sebring, DeSoto City, Lake Annie, and Okeecho- 
bee City. (Chap. 9311, Acts 1923; Chap. 10269, Acts 
1925.) 

Road 8-A (First System) : Extending from State 
Road No. 2 at Leesburg via Haines City, Avon Park, 
Moore Haven to Clewiston. (Chap. 19251, Acts 1930.) ' 

Road No. 9 (First System, Georgia state line to 
Madison): Extending from the Georgia state line south 
of Quitman, via Madison to a point on Road No. 35 
near Shady Grove. (Chap. 9311, Acts 1923; Chap. 
10269, Acts 1925.) 

Road No. 10 (First System, Georgia state line via 
Tallahassee, to Road No. 110. Also Road No. 175 via 
Crawfordville to Medart ; Also from Panacea via Car- 
rabelle, Apalachicola, Port Saint Joe and Panama City 
to intersection with State Road No. 115; also from 
Camp Walton to a point on State Road No. 1 at or near 
Milton) ; (Second System, Road No. 110 South of Tal- 
lahassee to Road No. 175. Also Medart to lower route 
of Road No. 10 via Sopchoppy. Also Wakulla to Pana- 
cea ; also from intersection of Road 115 to Camp 
Walton via Ebro, Freeport and Niceville ; also from 
a point on said road No. 10 due west of Newport 
to a point on Road No. 500 in Jefferson County via 
Newport); (Third System, Crawfordville to Arran): 
Extending from the Georgia state line near Beachton 
to Pensacola via Tallahassee, Woodville, Wakulla, St. 
Marks and thence around the coast to Panacea Springs, 
St. Teresa, Lanark; also via Wakulla, Crawfordville, 
Sopchoppy. Carrabelle, Apalachicola, Port St. Joe, 
Panama City, Bruce, Freeport, Portland, New Valpa- 
raiso, Camp Walton, and thence into State Road No. 
1 at or near Milton, and thence over State Road No. 1 
to Pensacola; also from State road No. 10 near Craw- 
fordville to Arran; also from a point on said road No. 
10 between Wakulla and St. Marks as nearly due west 
of Newport as practical to a connection with State road 
No. 500 in Jefferson County via Newport. (Chap. 9311, 
Acts 1923; Chap.

Road No. 10-A: That Magnolia Drive, located east 
and south of Tallahassee, connecting State Road No. 
1, with State Roads No. 500 and No. 10; also from the 
City of Perry, Florida, via Hampton Springs to some 
convenient and practical point on State Road known 
and designated as Magnolia Drive, which shall connect 
with State Highways 10, 19 and 1. (Chap. 17299, Acts 
1935; Chap. 18266, Acts 1937.) 

Road No. 10-B : Bay County. Beginning at a point 
whore State Road No. 10 intersects the north and south 
quarter section line of the west half of Section 11. Town- 
ship 4 South, Range 14 West, thence south and southerly 
along the most direct and practicable route to the north 
end of Main Street in Bay Harbor, Florida, thence 
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south along said Main Street to the South line of said 
Section 11, Township 4 South, Range 14 West, thence 
easterly along the South line of said Section 11 where 
the same intersects State Road No. 10. (Chap. 18209, 
Acts 1937.) 

Road No. 10-B. Franklin County: From a point on 
State Road No. 10, at or near the north and south run- 
ning half section line of Section (29), in Township C 
South, Range 2 West, in Franklin County, Florida, and 
then run northerly, on most practical line, to some 
practical point on Ocklocknee river, and from said point 
on river run then easterly along the river to the Walker 
Bridge crossing said river on Road No. 10; and also 
from said practical point on Ocklocknee river as afore- 
said, then run westerly along said river to the Highway 
No. 10 at Moorea Bridge crossing said river; said road 
to be known and designated as Road No. 10-B in Frank- 
lin County, Florida. (Chap. 10445, Acts 1039.) 

Road No. 10-C: Beginning at a point where State 
Road No. 10 intersects the township line dividing 
Townships 3 and 4 South, Range 15 West, in St. An- 
drews, Florida, thence east along said township line 
to the Northeast corner of Section 6, Township 4 South, 
Range 14 West, and to the present location of State 
Convict Camp No. 37, thence east along said township 
line to where State Road No. 20 intersects Harrison 
Avenue in Panama City, immediately north of Atlanta 
and St. Andrews Bay Railroad, Range 14 West, in 
St. Andrews, Florida. (Chap. 1S243, Acts 1937; Chap. 
18244, Acts 1937.) 

Road No. 10-D : Beginning at a point on State Road 
No. 10-B. in Panama City, Bay Harbor. Bay County, 
Florida ; one block North of South line of Section 11, 
Township 4 South, Range 14 West, thence westwardly 
along the most practical route to West boundary line 
of Section 11, thence in a Southerly direction along 
West boundary line of Sections 11 and 14, Township 4 
South, Range 14 West, or the most practical route to 
the Municipal Docks of Panama City, Florida. (Chap. 
19587, Acts 1939.) 

Road No. 11 (Second System) : Extending from a 
point on the Georgia State line south of Thomasville 
via Mouticello to Capps. (Chap. 9311, Acts of 1923; 
Chap. 102G9, Acts 1925.) 

Road No. 12 (Third System : Extending from the 
Georgia state line on the Bainbridge and Quincy road, 
via Greensboro, Bristol and to East Point. (Chap. 9311, 
Acts 1923; Chap. 10269, Acts 1925.) 

Road No. 13 (Second System except Yulee to Gaines- 
ville, which is First System): Extending from Cedar 
Keys to Yulee in Nassau County, via Bronson, Gaines- 
ville, Starke, Baldwin and Callahan; extending in an 
easterly direction from Yulee through Feruandina to 
the Atlantic Ocean, over and along that certain twelve- 
mile stretch of new concrete road just completed by 
Nassau County and further that the present Road 13 
between the North City Limits of Starke and the South 
City Limits of Starke shall be the location of Road 13 
and is hereby prohibited from being changed. (Chap.

Station : Second System. Road No. 10 to St. Petersburg 
and Road No. 5 to Wee.kiwacb.ee Springs.) 

Extending from a point on Road No. 10 between 
Wakulla and St. Marks, thence to Newport, thence 
southerly along the Gulf as near as practical to St. 
Petersburg via or as near as practical the mouths of 
the Steinhatchee and Suwannee Rivers, thence through 
the counties of Levy. Citrus and Hernando via Crystal 
River, Homosassa Springs and Weekiwachee Springs 
thence to Hudson as near as practical and feasible via 
Aripeka. thence to New Port Richey, Tarpon Springs, 
Clearwater and Largo : also starting at a point approxi- 
mately two miles north of Brooksville where the pres- 
ent paved road intersects State Road No. 5 thence to 
Brooksville, thence following as near as practical the 
said paved road to a connection with the above described 
portion of Road No. 15 at or near Weekiwachee Springs;

Florida, and thence 
dividing into two roads, one of which shall continue 
westwardly as near St. Marks, Florida, as is practical 
and continuing Westwardly to Wakulla Beach, Florida, 
and through or near Spring Creek, Florida, and con- 
tinuing Westwardly along the coast to Panacea, Flor- 
ida, to a point where it intersects with State Highway 
Number Ten and/or State Highway Number 110 then 
commencing again at Newport, Florida, the other part 
of said road running from Newport, Florida, eastwardly 
by Hampton Springs. Florida to Perry, Florida, term- 
inating at its intersection with State Highway Number 
500. (Chapter 18239, Acts 1937.) 

Road No. 16 : Extending from Ocala by way of Dun- 
nellon thence in a southwesterly direction to what is 
known as Red Level in Section 25, Township 17 South, 
Range 10 East, in Citrus County there to connect with 
Road No. 15. (Chap. 9311, Acts 1923; Chap. 10269, 
Acts 1925; Chap. 149S4, Acts 1931.) 

Road No. 1G-A: Beginning at or near where State 
Road No. 16 extending from Ocala westerly in Marion 
County connects with State Road No. 5 and running 
southwesterly in Marion and Levy counties to the Gulf 
of Mexico at or near the mouth of the Withlacoochee 
River in Levy county. (Chap. 14992, Acts 1931.) 
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Road No. 17 (First System, Memorial Drive to Haines 
City) : Extending from Haines City to Clearwater, via 
Lakeland, Plant City, Tampa and Oldsmar; also from 
Haines City eastward to a point intersecting Road No. 
24 at Deer Park, in Osceola county. (Chap. 9311, Acts 
1923; Chap. 12311, Acts 1927.) 

Road No. 18: Extending from Sarasota to Lake Annie, 
via Arcadia : also from a point where the approach to 
the John Ringling Causeway leaves Gulf Stream Ave., 
in Sarasota, thence across said causeway to St. Armonds 
Key, across the Key to the Gulf Beach Road, thence 
north along the line of the present concrete road on St. 
Armonds Key. crossing the pass between St. Armonds 
Key and Long Boat Key, thence north along the present 
road on Long Boat Key to and crossing the bridge over 
New Pass between Long Boat Key and Anna Maria Key, 
thence north on Anna Maria Key to the intersection of 
the street running east to the Causeway crossing Cortez 
Bay between Anna Maria Key to the mainland at or 
near the village of Cortez, thence east, north and west 
to the city limits of Bradenton, along the now estab- 
lished Bay Shore Road from Cortez. (Chap. 9311, Acts

Road No. 18-A: Extending from a point on Road 
No. 5. near Bradenton commencing at SW Corner of 
the SE% of SW% of Section 2, Township 35 South, 
Range 17 East, same being intersection of the Cortez 
Road with State Road Number 5, thence East along 
Section line 1 3/4 miles to SE Corner of Section 1, 
Township 35 South, Range 17 East or the intersection 
of the road with old range line road. Thence South 
via Oneco, intersecting Road No. 18 at a point about 
thirty miles east of Sarasota; also from State Road 
No. 5 on south line of Section 2. Township 35 South, 
Range 17 East, thence West on Cortez Road aiong 
Section lines to the southwest corner of Section 1, 
Township 35 South, Range 16 East, thence north- 
westerly following present road to the east and west 
center line of Section 3, Township 35 South, Range 16

Florida, at or near Secotan, 
Florida, and running Soiitheastwardly a distance of 
approximately 3 miles to intersect and connect with 
Stale Road Number 85, then South over said State Road 
Number 35 to its intersection with State Road Number 
500. just South of the City limits of the Town of Perry, 
Florida. (Chap. 18273. Acts 1937.) 

Road No. 20 (First System, Road No. 6 to Road No. 
10 in Panama City.) : Extending from Cottondale north 
to connect with Road No. 6 and from Cottondale south, 
via Round Lake to Panama City to intersect and cross 
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the northern boundary line of the south half of the 
northeast quarter of Section 33, in Township 3 South, 
Range 14 West, and running thence southwesterly along 
State Road 20 as constructed by the State Road De- 
partment to Harrison Avenue in Panama City; thence 
South along the concrete pavement on Harrison Avenue 
to the intersection of said Harrison Avenue with First 
Street in Panama City.

Road No. 20-B: Beginning at a point on State Road 
No. 20 at or near Nixon, north of Bear Creek in Bay 
County, Florida, thence running northeasterly by the 
shortest and most practicable route to intersect with 
State Road No. 500 in Section 1, Township 1 South, 
Range 11 West, at or near Sugar Creek in Calhoun 
County. Florida. (Chap. 18215, Acts 1937.) 

Road No. 20-D : Beginning at a point on State Road 
No. 20 where said road intersects and crosses First 
Street in Panama City, Bay County, Florida, thence 
Southeasterly along concrete pavement, constructed by 
the City of Panama City, on First Street and Bay Street 
to the intersection of Cherry Street or Second Street, 
thence Easterly along the concrete pavement, construct- 
ed by the City of Panama City, on Cherry Street or 
Second Street to Cove Circle, thence in a Southeasterly 
direction along Cove Circle or the most practical route 
to the mouth of Watson Bayou, thence easterly 
across the mouth of Watson Bayou to the South shore 
line of the East Aim of said Watson Bayou, thence 
Easterly along the South shore line of the East Arm 
of said Watson Bayou to Section line dividing Sections 
14 and 15, Township 4 South, Range 14 West, inter- 
secting Slate Road No. 10-D, which is the entrance to 
the Municipal Docks of Panama City, Florida. (Chap. 
19464, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 21: (First System, Daytona Beach to De-

Road No. 143 : Extending from Canal Point by way 
of Pnhokee to intersect with State Road No. 25 at town 
of Belle Glade in Palm Beach county. (Chap. 13819, 
Acts 1929.) 

Road No. 144 : Extending from Milton on State Road 
No. 1, thence northwesterly via Chumuckla Springs to 
Bogia on State Road No. 7, thence westerly to an inter- 
section with State Road No. 87. (Chap 13820, Acts 1929.) 

Road No. 145 : Extending from Brighton in Highlands 
county south to the Indian Prairie canal in Glades coun- 
ty, thence in a southerly direction along a most prac- 
ticable route over or near the present graded road to 
State Road No. 29 at Lake Port in Glades county, 
Florida. (Chap. 13861, Acts 1929.) 

Road No. 146 (Third System) : Beginning at a point

with the Broadbranch Road leading to State Road No. 
20, a distance of approximately 20 miles. All of said 
road being in Calhoun County, Florida. (Chap. 19596, 
Acts 1939.) 

Road No. 516: Begin at a point about one-half mile 
South of what is known as Nettle Ridge church on 
Stale Road 159; thence go West about one mile; thence 
in a Northwesterly direction across Stafford Creek via 
what is known as the Southwell place ; thence proceed 
in a northeasterly direction at its intersection with the 
Henderson Mill Blount stown road ; thence in a West- 
erly direction to Altha ; thence North on State Road 
No. 6, about one and one-half miles to a point near the 
Alliance Siding; thence in a Westerly direction to 
Chipola River. A distance approximately 15 miles. All 
of said road being in Calhoun County, Florida. (Chap. 
19596, Acts 1939.) 

Road No. 517 : A road now in use known as Flamingo 
Road commencing at a point between Sections 11 and 
12, Township 50 South, Range 40 East, on State Road 
20, in Broward County, Florida, thence running about 
8.2 miles in a southerly direction and intersecting with 
a paved road known as Hollywood Boulevard, said road 
being located on the quarter section line, Section 13, 
Township 51 South. Range 40 East, and wholly within 
Broward County, Florida. (Chap. 19598, Acts 1939.) 

Road No. 518: A road beginning at the point where 
Hollywood Boulevard intersects State Road 140, thence 
westerly along said Boulevard crossing State Road 4 
nt Harding Circle in Hollywood, Broward County, Flor- 
ida, thence westerly along a continuation of said Boule- 
vard across State Road 149, thence westerly to inter- 
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sect State Road 26, being wholly within Broward Coun- 
ty, Florida. (Chap. 19599, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 519: Begin where the Cypress and Blue 
Springs Road intersects State Highway No. 1, thence 
running Northwesterly by Blue Springs and Mt. Tabor 
Church to Greenwood, said road being located in Jack- 
son County, Florida. (Chap. 19601, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 520 : Beginning at Neal's Landing Bridge 
on the Chattahoochee River, thence run Southwesterly 
following the old Neal's Landing and Greenwood Road 
to Greenwood, said road being located in Jackson Coun- 
ty, Florida. (Chap. 19602, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 521 : Begin where the Dellwood and Green- 
wood Road intersects State Highway No. 90 in the 
Town of Greenwood, thence running Northwesterly by 
way of the old H. A. Hayes place on the old United 
States Road to a point where the designated State Road 
from Campbellton to Malone in Jackson County crosses 
Muddy Ford Creek, thence continuing in a Northwest- 
erly direction to a point on the Florida-Alabama line 
directly South of a place in Houston County, Alabama, 
known as Sealy's Hot Well, said road being located in 
Jackson County, Florida. (Chap. 19603, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 522: Beginning at a point where the Green- 
woods and Dellwood Road intersects State Highway 
No. 90 in the Town of Greenwood, thence running East- 
erly by Central School to Haywood's Landing on the 
Chattahoochee River, said road being located in Jack- 
son County, Florida. (Chap. 19604, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 523 : Beginning at a point where the 
Greenwood and Dellwood Road intersects State High- 
way No. 90 in the Town of Greenwood, thence run west- 
erly across Chipola River by way of Bellamy's Bridge 
to a point on State Road No. 6 at the Junction of State 
Road No. 6 and State Road No. 20, said road being 
located in Jackson County, Florida. (Chap. 19005, Acts 
of 1939.) 

Road No. 524 : From Road No. 7 at Gonzalez, run 
Westerly to Tate Agricultural School and return to 
Road No. 7, said road being located in Escambia County, 
Florida. (Chap. 19610, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 525: Beginning at a point in Campbellton, 
Florida, in Jackson County, Florida, near where the 
Old Chipley and Campbellton Road intersects the pres- 
ent State Road there and thence running along said 
Chipley Campbellton Road a short distance and then 
in a southwest direction along the most practical route 
to the eastern end of State Road No. 52-A and thence 
along State Road No. 52-A until it intersects State Road 
No. 52 and from then the most practical route near 
Old Salem Church and across Holmes Creek near the 
Old Marianna and Cerogorda Road and then in a south- 
west direction the most practical route to Bonifay, 
Holmes County, Florida. (Chap. 19612, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 526: Tart of State Road No. 5 running 
through the corporate limits of the City of Inverness, 
Florida, beginning at a point where Lime Street crosses 
Main Street, run thence East to the County Court House, 
then southeast along the Court House Square to a 
present location of State Road No. 5 at or near South 
Apopka Avenue. (Chap. 19622, Acts of 1939.) 
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Road No. 527 : Beginning at some suitable point on 
State Road No. 59 at or near the spur tracks of the 
Seaboard Air Line Railroad East of Lorida near the 
Istokpoga Canal, thence running Southeastwardly pass- 
ing the south end of Lake Istokpoga to the intersection 
with State Road as designated in Chapter 18205 Gen- 
eral Acts of Florida, 1937, or to a point at or near the 
Southeast corner of Section 34 in Township 36 South 
Range 30 East. (Chap. 19623, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 528 : Beginning on the present State Road 
>'o. 8 in Venus, Highlands County, Florida, in Section 
19, Township 39 South Range 30 East, and run thence 
eastwardly to the intersection of surveyed State Road 
known as Federal Highway No. 19 in the same Town- 
ship and Range. (Chap. 19023, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 529 : Beginning at a point on the present 
Stale Road No. 8 between Avon Park and Sebring in 
Section 18, Township 31 South, Range Twenty-nine East, 
and running Eastward and as near as is practicable 
over the present traveled road to Arbuckle Creek and 
thence to the intersection of State Highway No. 59 at 
Lorida, Florida. (Chap. 19623, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 530: That certain road beginning at Green 
Cove Springs and running South via Walkill and West 
Tocoi. and intersecting State Road No. 3 at or near 
Bostwick Station, being the old road running from Green 
Cove Springs East of the A. C. L. Railroad to Bostwick 
Station. (Chap. 19638, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 531: Beginning at a point where State 
Road No. 5 intersects the Range Line dividing Ranges 
18 and 19 in Levy County, Florida, and from this point 
continue due North on the said Range Line and dividing 
the two Ranges, to where said Range Line intersects 
Alachua County, Florida ; Thence from this point by 
the most practical and direct route to intersect State 
Road No. 13 Southwest of Gainesville, Alachua County, 
Florida. (Chap. 19640, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 532 : From Escambia River at Chumuckla 
Springs, run Northwesterly to intersect Road 87 at Oak 
Grove, said road being located in Escambia County, 
Florida. (Chap. 19643, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 533: From Pensacola City Limits at 9th 
Avenue, run north and northeasterly to Road No. 1, 
said road being located in Escambia County, Florida. 
(Chap. 19644, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 534 : Begin at the West End of Venice 
Avenue in Section 12, Township 39 South, Range 18 
East, and running thence along the Esplanade South 
along the Gulf of Mexico to Chadwick Beach in Char- 
lotte County ; thence East across Lemon Bay over Chad- 
wick Bridge ; thence East and North to connect with 
State Road No. 181 in Charlotte County, said road being 
known as the Peninsular Key Road. (Chap. 19645, 
Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 535: From State Road No. 7 at Olive, run 
Easterly to Road No. 1-A at Ferry Pass, said road being 
located in Escambia County, Florida. (Chap. 19648, 
Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 536 : From Pensacola City limits at 12th 
Avenue, run North and Easterly to Road No. 1 via 
Pensacola Municipal Airport, said road being located 
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in Escambia County. Florida. (Chap. 19649, Acts of 
1930.) 

Road No. 537: From State Road No. 7 at Ensley, 
run Easterly alon? what is known as the Nine-Mile 
Road to Road No. 1-A, said road being located in Escam- 
bia Connty, Florida. (Chap. 19C50, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 53S: From Road No. 7 at Cantonment, run 
Westerly to Perdido River at Muscogee, said road being 
located in Escambia County, Florida. (Chap. 19(551, 
Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 539: Begin at a point on State Road No. 
6, about one-half mile North of Gaskin's siding; thence 
in a Northerly direction crossing State Road No. 500, 
at what is known as the Cross Roads Community; 
thence Northerly through what is known as the Red 
Oak Community ; thence Northerly to a point where the 
same intersects State Road No. 6, at Harry Green's 
Filling Station about three miles South of Altha ; thence 
follow State Road No. 6. Northerly to what is known 
as Sunshine Farms ; thence in a Northeasterly direction 
intersecting and following the Altha-Henderson Mill 
Road to Henderson Mill ; thence Northerly via Barfleld 
community, and on to its intersection with State Road 
No. 97, having as an optional Route a short road leading 
Easterly in the Red Oak community, a distance of about 
four miles to Leonard's Siding on State Road No. 6, 
at Section 28, Township 1 North, Range 9 West as 
Optional Route A. and having as an optional Route B, 
leading to State Road No. 6, leaving said road at a 
point dividing Sections 4 and 9, Township 1 North, 
Range 9 West, and traveling East to its intersection 
with said State Road No. 6, at what is known as the 
Chipola Community, a distance of one and one-half 
miles. And having as optional Route C. a road leaving 
said road at what is known as Sunshine Farm going 
in a Westerly direction to its intersection on with the 
Altha-Chason road a distance of approximately two 
miles. Said entire road having a distance of approxi- 
mately 35 miles. All of said road being in Calhoun 
County, Florida. (Chap. 19668, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 540 : Begin at a point on State Road No. 
G, between Sections 4 and 9. Township 2 North, Range 
9 West, and go due East, crossing State Roads No. 97 
and No. 159 to an intersection with State Rond No. 
126, a distance of approximately 10 miles. All of said 
road being in Calhoun County, Florida. (Chap. 19669, 
Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 541 : Begin at a point on State Road No. 6, 
at or near Chipola Park; thence go in a Southwesterly 
direction to its intersection with Brondbranch-Wetappo 
Road, following said Road in a Northerly direction to 
Broadbranch a distance of approximately 12 miles, all 
of said road being in Calhoun County, Florida. (Chap. 
19665, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 542 : Begin at a point about one mile South 
of Blounlstown. in the West Half of Section Five (5), 
Township One (1) South. Range Eight (8) West, on 
State Road No. 6, in a Southerly direction to Section 
25, Township 2 South, Range 9 West; thence West 
about one mile ; thence follow what is known as the 
Marysville Road to its intersection with State Road No. 
6 at Marysville School house; thence follow State Road 
No. 6, across the Chipola River at Scotts Ferry to a

point about one-half mile West of Chipola River ; thence 
Northwest to corner of Sections 20, 21 and 28-29, Town- 
ship 2 South, Range 9 West ; thence West about six 
miles crossing State Road No. 84, to Cypress Creek 
Cemetery ; thence in a Northwesterly direction via 
Broadbraneh to the Bay County line, then to its in- 
tersection with State Road No. 20 about one mile South 
of Youngstown, a distance of about thirty-two miles. 
All of said road being in Calhoun County, Florida. 
(Chap. 19606, Acts of 1939.) 

Road No. 543: Begin at a point in Section 18, Town- 
ship 2 North, Range 7 West and going in a Westerly 
direction through what is known as the Barfield, Ochee- 
see. Altha, Chason, and Melvin communities to its in- 
tersection with State Road No. 20, at or near Betts, a 
distance of approximately 30 miles. All of said road 
being in Calhoun County, Florida. (Chap. 19667, Acts 
of 1939.) 

Road No. 544: Beginning on TJ. S. Highway No. 90 
or State Road No. 1 West of Pensacola at the north 
boundary line of Section 1, Township 2 South, Range 
31 West, and running thence due West to the new air- 
port called Felton Field in Escambia County. (Desig- 
nated by the State Road Department pursuant to 
Chapter 18259, Acts of 1937 designating Airport Roads 
No. 341.) 

Road No. 545 : Beginning on Grand Central Avenue 
in Tampa and running thence southwest along Hender- 
son Boulevard, thence south along Vera Street to the 
Southeastern Army Air Base. (Designated by the State 
Road Department pursuant to Chapter 18259, Acts 1937, 
designating Airport Roads No. 341.)
